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THE Z TCnm GAfllE 


RULES 


OBJECT: Each player is a member of the Z Team and all players are working together 
to get all 12 rewards for the 12 assignments on the board, and then get back 
to finish before time is up. 

HOW TO PREPARE: You'll need one die (that’s & a pair of dice) a pair of scissors to cutout the 

markers and cards, and a watch or clock (preferably ticking). 

TO START: Each player selects an identity-marker. You can become the Muscleman, the 
Genius, the Sharpshooter, the Driver or the Boss. Put your marker on start and 
throw the die to see who goes first (high number on the die starts.) Place the 
Z Team (team) and the Z Team (individual) cards in 2 piles and the assignment 
cards in a third pile. 

TO PLAY: Each player throws 1 die and moves that many spaces toward any assignment 
(you do not have to go to assignment 1, then 2 followed by 3 etc.) You’re to 
stop at as many assignments as you can. IMPORTANT: There is a 30 minute 
time limit, so play fast (if you want to really have a frantic game, try a 20 
minute time limit. For a longer adventure try a 40 minute time limit.) 

CARDS: If a player lands on an assignment, (and he must do so on an exact number) 
he picks an assignment card which tells him if he's succeeded (reward) or 
failed (go back). If you succeed, take the reward with that assignment number 
on it. If you fail, go back the number of spaces on the card. 

If you land on a Z Team (individual) card (red space), follow the directions 
on it. If you land on a Z Team (team) card (pink space), everyone must follow 
those instructions. 

THE COPS: The cops are after the Z Team, too. If you land on a space with a cop on it 
you are captured and must go to jail. You must roll an even number (2, 4 or G) 
or give up a reward to get out. 

Z TEAM GAS: If you land here you must fill up the van. Cost: 1 reward. 

TO WIN: Once all the Z Team members have collected all 12 required rewards, everyone 
heads back to finish. When all members are back at finish with the 12 rewards 
the job has come together... but don't let time run out on you I
